A. FOOD LAWS

El Salvador does not have an specific Food Law that applies to imported foodstuffs. Instead, the Health Code
isthe most widdy used instrument to enforce loca food safety. The Ministry of Public Hedlth and Socid
Assgance (MPHSA) isin charge of dl regidrations and authorizations to import, manufacture, and sdl
foodstuffs and beverages, as well as any raw materias used in the production process. The most pertinent
regulation used to enforce proper health safety when importing foodstuffsis Section 12/Article 88 of the
Savadoran Hedlth Code. This particular article ates that in order to import any food or beveragesiits use most
be authorized by a Certificate of Free Sde and Consumption rendered by the Environment Safety Department
(DSA) of the MPHSA..  Each respective certificate must include the name of the product and its components.
Other products such as fresh produce and products of animal origin are regulated by the Plant and Anima Hedlth
Divison (DGSVA) of the Minigry of Agriculture.

The Government of El Sdvador (GOES) has lacked the initiative to design a program geared towards
the implementation of food safety laws and its proper enforcement. The main problem has been attributed to
limited resources due to other important needs such as public infrastructure and 2001 earthquake reconstruction
efforts. However, locd policy makers are beginning to react to criticism by unsatisfied consumers regarding
food safety and qudity control. A Consumer Protection Law was ratified by the Nationd Assembly and has
been in effect snce April 1996. According to the law, the Ministry of Economy through the Consumer
Protection Agency (DGPC) isthe entity that will enforce al the dispositions stated in thislaw.

Most food products are inspected for safety at the port of entry. However, the MPHSA carries out
random testings at the retail and wholesale level to make sure that foodstuffs comply with dl the required hedlth
and quality sandards. Nevertheless, many unchecked products manage to reach their final destinations due to
lack of human resources and appropriate infrastructure to control illega distribution channels.

Thetrend in food safety in El Salvador isfor tighter control and more efficient regulaions. The
tendency isleaning towards the use of Codex Alimentarius norms. Meanwhile, Central American Normsand in
some instances FDA norms are being used until Codex norms are revised and adopted.

B. LABELING REQUIREMENTS

The MPHSA requires the following labdling information for al products sold in El Salvador:

1 Thelabd should express the nature of the product, compaosition, qudity, origin and genera processing
method.

2. Name of the product: must be the specific name.

3. Net Content: It mus be expressed in decima metric system units.

4, Ingredients. They should be listed with their proper names, in decreasing order, according to their
importance in the compaosition of the product. It is no necessary to identify the percentage of each
ingredient.

5. Additives Must be mentioned by the group it belongs to (for example: antioxidant), followed by its
specific name and its concentration in the final product.

6. Lot identification and manufacturing date: in order to identify the lot, a code can be used, which must be

provided and clarified to the Hedlth authorities. To identify the manufacturing date, 6 digits must be
used (year, month, and day).
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7. Expiration date: When a product has limited life period, it must be declared on the labd:
"PREFERABLY CONSUME BEFORE", followed by the day and month, for the food products whose
duration is more that 3 months, but does not exceed 18 months.

The food products which expire in short periods, should express. "expiration date”, with the day and
month.

Preservation ingtructions.

Manufacturer’s name: The labe must include the manufacturer, importer, dedler, distributor or legdl

representative of the product, and their respective addresses.
10. Sanitary Registry: The label must declare the number of Sanitary Regigtry (Reg. No. D.G.S. H

Sdvador), issued by the Environmental Health Department, Section of Food Safety of the Ministry of
Hedth.

11. Country Origin of the product.

12. The product must contain the name and address of the supplier in El Sdvador in the form of asticker,
which isusualy provided by the supplier or distributor.

El Sdvador'slabeling law requires that the product description be in Spanish. Thereis no enforcement
at thistime. However, thereis potentid risk to U.S. exporters that El Savador may eventualy enforceits law
and as such U.S. suppliers should be cognizant of this requiremen.

In order to defineif a product can be imported with only the standard U.S. labd, it would be necessary
to examine U.S. labeling norms and compare them to the general norms of the Codex Alimentarius for labeing
of foodgtuffs. The Nationa Council for Science and Technology (CONACYT) is currently working on labeling
regulations based on the Codex. Due to lack of resources the GOES has not enforced this policy and food
products with U.S. labels can be seen throughout the distribution chain. However, the GOES is momentarily
requiring that a sticker in Spanish which includes alist of ingredients, manufacturing method, and expiration date
be usad while the requirement of Spanish-English labels can be fully implemented.

Stick-on labels are not dlowed, since this could lead to consumer fraud. However, thiswill have to be
discussed with the Consumer Protection Agency of the Ministry of Economy.

Labding regulations are enforced by the MPHSA through the DSA and the Ministry of Economy
through the DGPC. All products should be properly labeled prior to distribution for human consumption.

Sample-size product labeling requirements are identical to those listed above. However, local authorities
are ahit lenient with this type of products due to the smal quantities that are imported. In addition, most samples
are sent through private PO boxes and are seldom inspected by the MPHSA.

Bulk packed or indtitutiona size products are required to visibly display the contents and ingredients
ether in the container or package.

Nutritiona labeling is not required by the MPHSA. The U.S. nutrition panel needs to be analyzed by the
Nutrition Department of the MPHSA in order to be accepted. Some products &t the retail level have nutrition
factsin English in order to comply with U.S. regulations due to expectations of a free trade agreement with the
U.S. whichiscurrently under negotation by the Centrd American region.

According to loca hedlth officids the possbility of consumers being mided by U.S. labds exids.
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Mainly due to the fact that snce most people don't speak English, they could be basing their opinion on the
picture that is used in the labd by U.S. manufacturing companies.

The only requirements for shelf-life of a product isthe actud expiration date and manufacturing date.
The DGSVA requires acountry of origin certificate for dl products that are imported to El Savador.

The GOES does not grant any exceptions under the labeling law. However, in extreme cases the
MPHSA can analyze a product in order to guarantee consumer health and decide whether that particular product
can be imported for human consumption.

Both Uniform Code Council (UCC) and EAN bar codes are acceptable in El Salvador. Bar coding is
rapidly becoming an important instrument in the food business. All locd supermarket chains sgned an
agreement to have dl of their products coded. The process was handled by the Salvadoran Chamber of
Commerce through its Strategic Commercidization Department (DIESCO) and was completed in 1996.

When acoholic beverages are being imported, the label must read: "the excessive consumption of this
product is harmful and creates addiction. Saesto consumers under the age of 18 is prohibited”. Thisis based
upon article 26 of the Regulatory law for the provison and commercidization of alcohol and beverages. Inthe
case of Tequila, the following is aso required: Area of production, acohol grade and manufacturing process.

C. FOOD ADDITIVE REGULATIONS

The list of food additives alowed by the MPHSA is based on the additive ligts of the Centrd American
Ingtitution for Industrial Research and Technology (ICAITI), the Codex Alimentarius norms and in certain
occasons those of the FDA.

The MPHSA alows the use of the following colorants in foodstuffs: Yelow #5, Ydlow #6, Blue #1,
Blue #2, Red #2, Red #3 and Red #40.

D. PESTICIDE AND OTHER CONTAMINANTS

DGSVA through the Fiscdization and Regidtration Divison is the agency in charge of enforcing all
regulations regarding pesticides and their use. By law, no pesticide can be manufactured, formulated, imported
or digtributed in El Salvador if it hasn't been properly registered. Thereis no positive or negative resdue list a
thistime. DGSVA takesinto condderation maximum tolerances for most pesticides based on Codex tolerances
only for regidration purposes. Currently, acommisson for Codex Alimentarius mattersis being crested by the
GOES. Theinitiative to control residues has been pushed forward by the private sector using the quaity Control
Lab of the Sdvadoran Foundation for Economic and Sociad Development (FUSADES)to carry out al necessary
tests.

In El Savador pedticides are regulated by the following:

1- Law for pesticide, fertilizer and agricultura products control. Legidative Decree # 315, 04/28/73.
2- Regulation for the application of the pesticide control law. Executive Decree # 28, 05/21/80.
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In addition, the following accords, norms and internationa agreements are taken into consideration for pesticide
registration and control:

1- Internationa Behavior Code for the distribution and use of pesticides (amended in 1989) of FAO.

2- Regiond accords for the harmonization of pesticide |abeling and required procedures for registration and
fiscdization.

3- FAO specifications for pesticide quality control.
4- Tolerance (LMR’s) specified in the Codex Alimentarius.

Pesticides must be registered by the Agricultural Safety Department of the MAG. In order to register a
pesticide, the following information must be specified:

a Scientific and commercid name of the product, quantitative and quditative formula, structura chemidry, and
other necessary information for its complete identification.

b. Name and address of the person or company that manufactures, imports, or distributes the product.
c. Cetificate of Origin and confirmation of Free Sdein the country of origin.
E. OTHER REGULATIONSAND REQUIREMENTS

In generd, most products are subject to lab tests when undergoing routine controls and when the product
isregigered. The GOES requires that importers be registered with the MPHSA. Importers must adso register
each product to be imported with the MPHSA to ensure the product isfit for human consumption. A product
that is registered undergoes physical, chemical, microbiologica and other related tests to determine that it meets
minimum health and sanitary sandards. Product regigtration usudly takes two to three weeks. Regidration of a
product, once granted, isvalid for five years.

Certificates of Free Sdle are required for those imported products not registered with the MPHSA. A
certificate of free sde, idedlly, is a certificate from an authorized public hedth agency that stated that the product
to be imported meets al heath and sanitary requirements of that agency and it is fredy sold and consumed in the
country of origin. The certificate can include more than one product and is valid for one year. The certificate
must be in Spanish or be accompanied by a copy of an officid trandation which can be provided by the importer.
Radiation Certificates are required depending on a products hazard to human hedlth.

Food groups such as baby food, diet foods, and health foods undergo the same required regulations as
therest. In the case of meat zoosanitary regulations are required. These regulations are enforced by DGSVA
through the Law for Sanitary Inspection of Meat (Executive Decree # 39, 07/13/71). Meat and meat products
can be imported from any country whose mesat inspection system is equivaent and as efficient as the one
edtablished and maintained in El Savador. Each shipment that contains meeat and meet products from aforeign
country, must include an officid certificate of meat ingoection from the country of origin in Spanish. In addition,
to obtain the import permit, meat processing plants must be ingpected and certified by aDGSV A inspector and
importer must present alab andysis for pesticide resdue and heavy metdls.  Dairy products dso must contain a
microbiologicd lab anadyss. There are no specia packaging or container Sze requirementsin El Salvador.
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In the past, while dl of the above requirements were officid government policy, few were actudly
enforced. Most products were not registered. Importers had been able to import the mgjority of al processed
products with a notarized letter from the manufacturer stating the product isfit for human consumption.

Recently, the MPHSA has been enforcing the product registration requirement and does not alow any imported
food product into the country without having fulfilled this requirement. Product registration at the MPHSA
isfree. However, microbiologica andysis must be conducted for every food product that needs to be registered.
The cost for this analysis range between $ 50 to $ 100 per product.

According to the Hedlth Authoritiesin El Savador, the following information is required for an exporter to
register a product:

a) An gpplication must be filed at the Environmental Hedlth Department of the Public Hedlth and Socid
Assgance Ministry (Departamento de Sanidad Ambiental, Ministerio de Slud Publicay Asstencia
Socid), which shdl indude the following information:
1. Petitioner’ s name and address.
2. Description of the product.
3. Name, address and tel ephone number of the establishment or factory where the product is
manufactured.
4. Use that the product will have.
5. Name, address and telephone of the supplier in El Salvador.

b) This gpplication must be filed with the following documents:

1. Power of attorney granted in favor of the Salvadorean attorneys or the company representative in
the country, duly legalized up to the nearest Consulate of El Salvador inthe U.S. or by Apodtille.

2. The product Regidration Certificate of the exporting country, duly legaized up to the nearest
consulate of El Salvador or by Apodtille.

3. Regarding the product samples, the Environmenta Health Department requires 6 samples of the
product weighing 200 grams. each and 4 samples of the products which size is of 450 grams
each.

4. For liquid products, the Ministry of Hedlth requires 3 samples of the products weighing 750
milligrams and 1500 milligrams and 5 samples for the products which size is of 335 milligrams.

5. A Caertificate of free sde of the product, issued by the Health Authorities of the country of origin,
duly legdlized up to the nearest Salvadorean Consulate or by Apodtille. It must contain the
product’ s regigtration number and the manufacturing Sate of country.

6. Functioning license of the locd warehouse where the product will be stored, usudly the local
digributor obtainsthis license.

7. Five labd of the product, which shal specify the ingredients of the product and the expiration
date.

G. COPYRIGHT/TRADEMARK LAWS

In El Sdvador, international trademarks and brand names are protected under the Law for
Encouragement and Protection of Intellectual Property which became effective in October 1993. Trademarks are
regulated by the Centra American Convention for the Protection of Industrial Property which dates from 1988
and has recently been revised. El Salvador has dso joined the Paris Convention and the Berne Convention, both
became effective on February 1994. Additiondly, El Savador has approved the World Trade Organization
(WTO) and the agreement on the Trade Related Aspects of Intellectua Property Rights (TRIPS).

Anindividua can acquire exclusive trademark rights by registering a branded product with the Ministry
of Economy. Theindividua can do this without demonstrating an association with the product or manufacturer,
or an intention to introduce the product into the market. Consequently, in many cases globd trade marks cannot
be used without the negotiation with the person who first registered the brand name.

Trademarks are registered at the Ministry of Economy by class according to the internationd classification of
goods and services. Trademark registrations are granted for a period of 10 years and can be renewed indefinitely
for amilar periods. It is mandatory to record assgnments, change of name and address of the registrant, and

used licenses affecting trademarks registered in El Salvador.

El Savador’'s legd system provides a series of effective actions to combat any illega procedures
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regarding trademarks. In order to stop an infringing trademark gpplication from being registered, Oppositions
may befiled. Cancdatory actions may be taken againg registered infringing marks either within five years after
registration or a any timeif the mark is not used during three consecutive years. Unfair competition actions can
be taken againgt those who attempt to take unauthorized advantage of trademarks owned by third parties. In
addition, preventive saizure of infringing goods is provided as a preiminary relief.

The following information is required to register atrademark or brand name:
a) Name of product manufacturer.
b) Address.
C) Ligt of products that are manufactured under each specific brand.
d) Brand Logo.
€) Power of Attorney legaly notarized by the nearest Sdvadoran Consulate.
f) Regigration Certificate from the country of origin legdly notarized by the nearest Salvadoran Consulate.

g) Once the Power of Attorney has been duly registered in the Salvadoran Product Regigtration Office, a
sworn declaration of adoption for each registered brand is aso requested.

El Sdvador, Guatemda, Honduras and Nicaragua subscribed a Customs Union Treaty on June 30",
2000. Thistreaty states that any product registered in any of the signatory countries will be valid in the rest.

H. IMPORT PROCEDURE

Usually when clearing a product through customs, a Customs ingpector, a Customs Policeman, and a
MPHSA inspector are involved in the process. English isthe commercia language used for import documents.
On average, it takes approximately 3 to 5 daysto clear a product through customs. Mogt importers use a
customs agent to expedite the clearing procedures. At thistime, there is no gppeds system in place for disputed
product rejections.

The steps in custom clearance for a prepackaged foodstuff are:
1. Request Import Permit from DGSVA.

2. Once the import permit has been granted by DGSVA, the
importer must take the sanitary registration, packing
lig, bill of lading, insurance palicy, arway hill,
shipping information and product invoices to the
Revenue Department at the Minigtry of Finance
(Minigterio de Hacienda) to get the policy for payment
of import tariff.
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3. Theimport policy has to be cleared by Customs,
Customs Police and OIRSA (Regiona Organization for
Agriculturd Sanitation).

4. Customs Police conducts an ingpection of the product.

5. When product has been cleared by customs police,
it can be withdrawn by the importer.

The Ministry of Haciendaimplemented in 1998 a system designed to expedite customs procedures. This
system caled "Teledespacho”, uses satellite technology to alow importers'exporters to send their commercia
invoices, hills of lading, and airway bills through an eectronic link or web to the Sdvadoran customs office to be
processed. All customs agents will have access to this satellite system through an individua code which will
enable them to get in contact with cusoms. Thissysemisdso available to import/export companies that have
offices outside El Salvador. These companies can purchase the software that will enable them to get hooked up
to the customs satdllite system to send their product invoices.

The Tdedespacho system will make it possible for merchandise to clear customs 24 hours a day, seven days a
week.

In addition to Teledespacho, the GOES has established an "Autoliquidation” process that dlowsthe
presentation, assessment, caculation and payment of duties directly by the importer, without physical inspection
of the merchandise in 85 percent of the cases. Loca businesses, importers and shippers have noticed a big
improvement in the operation of Salvadoran customs since the initiation of the above mentioned reforms.
